Under instructions 
from Mr. Geo. S. Dunlap, Genernl Super- 
intendent of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway Compnny, this invention which 
consists of nn entire substitution of cup- 
lers and hunters, wns to-day fully tested 
nt the depot in this city, Mr. Sam Bald- 
win, the Yard Mnsternt this station hav- 
ing chnrgo of the experiment. Them were 
present n largo number of rnilroad men 
ns woll ns otho'- 
gentlemen, and the- 


couplers &c., were unnnitnously pronounc 
od to ben most satisfactory success. 
Tho 


cars were coupled together u( tho shop in 
this city nnd drawn totliopaeaengerdepot. 
Tho couplings on each car consisted ol tho 
"Draft bar" "Spring" ntul "Stop'1 design- 
ed for jwsingcr coaches. 


A number of gentlemen took pnssago 


nnd tho train was drawn rapidly over the 
ronJ, over portions of now track not yet ful- 
ly ballasted, round sharp curve* making 
•' flying switches " &c., &c. Tho " stop" 
(which Deemed to answer the purpose of n 
" pin " on tho old couplings) on one of tho 
curs wns removed nnd the trial continued 
without it, but no inconvenience seemed to 
result from its loos. A "main Hpring" wus 
next removed, nnd tho trial was again re- 
pented with liko succeaa.

of tho south demanded tho .slave trade or 
tho importation of Africans for tho cultiva- 
tion of our binds, did they not yield the 
right for twenty ycnM? When wo iiskcd 
for a three-fifths representation in Congress 
ibr our slaves, was it not granted ? When 
wo demanded tho return of fugitives from 
justice, or the recovery of those persons 
owing laborer allegiance,was it not incor- 
porated in the Constitution, and again rat- 
ified nnd strengthened in tho fugitive slave 
law of 1850? 
When wo asked that moro 


territory should be added, that wo might 
spread the institution of slavery, havo they 


- not yielded to onrdemnmK in giving Lou- 


isiana, Florida and Tesa«, out of which 
four States have been carved, and ample 
territory for four more to bo added in due 
time? "Do you not by this unwise and im- 
E 


olitic act destroy this hope, and perhaps 
y it lose all, and have your last slave 


wrenched from you by stern military rule, 
as South America and Mexico had, or by 
tho vindictive decree of universal emanci- 
pation, which may reasonably bo expect- 
ed to follow? 


But what have wo to jjum by thU pro- 


posed change of our relation to the gener- 
al government? We have always had the 
control of it, and can yot, if wo remain in 
it, and aro united as'we have been. We 
havo had a majority of tho Presidents cho- 
sen from the south, ns well as the control 
and management of mo.st of those chosen 
from the north. 
We havo had sixty year 


uf southern Presidents to their twcntv- 
four, thus controlling the executive depart- 
ment. So of tho Judges of the Supreme 
Court vvo have had eighteen from the south 
und but cloven from the north. Although 
nearly^ four-fifths of the judicial business 
haa arisen in tho free States, yet n majori- 
ty of tho court has always been from the 
south. 
This wo have required so as to 


guard ngainsf nn interpretation of the Con- 
Htitution unfiivouiblo to us. 
In like man- 


ner we have been equally watchful to 
guard our interests in the legislative branch 
of government. 
In choosing tho presiding 


presidents (pro (cm.) of tho Senate we 
have had twenty-four to their eleven. 
Speakers of tho lluuoo, wo have had tnon- 
ty-threo and they twelve. While the ma- 
jority of representatives, from their great- 
er population, havo always taen from tlte 
north, yot wo have «o generally secured 
tho Speaker, bocaiu-c he, to a great extent, 
fdmpe.4 and controls the legislature of tin' 
country. 


Xor have wo hud K>-i control in evoi-v 


other department of the general govern- 
jnent. 
Of Attorney Ciencrals we have 


had fourteen, whije tho north have had 
but live. Of foreign Ministers we have 
had eighty-si.-, and thoy had but fifty-four. 
While three-fourths of tho business which 
demands diplomatic ngcnt.3 abroad is clear- 
ly from the free States, from their greater 
commercial interest, yet wo have had the 
principal embassies, so as to secure tho 
world's markets for. our cotton, tobacco 
nnd sugar on the best possible terms. We 
have had n vast majority of tho higher ofti- 
cers of both army and navy, while ti largo 
proportion of tho soldiers nml sailors were 
drawn from the north. 
Kqnally HO of 


clerks, auditors and •comptrollers filling 
the Kxccu'ivo departments. Tho -record 
fihowfl for the last fifty years that of tho 
three thousand thus"cinp|pyed,.we' have 
bad more than" tvro-thmls of the same,

:is a brevet 2d Lieutenant of the 1st United

lie fought his brigade with distinguish- 
ed gallantry and success in tho severe bat- 
tle of Perryville, in October of that year; 
and again, with still greater distinction, 
under General llosccrniiH, in l!io victorious 
Murfrcesboro campaign itiBc-eember, 18G2, 
and January, KStJi!.

time woro oi'such distinguished merit that 
he was made a Major General, to date from 
December .'51, 1802.
